Police slammed 
by watchdog

Northamptonshire Police have the 
lowest arrest rate for domestic abuse 
crimes in the country and the 
Government's policing watchdog says 
it is ‘not good enough'. 

Her Majesty’s Inspector of 
Constabulary has identified a cata¬ 
logue of failings in how the police deal 
with domestic abuse cases and say it 


‘must be improved’. 

However, the report also mentions 
the response to victims is ‘effective in 
some respects’ and there are ‘pockets 
of good practice’. 

HM Inspector of Constabulary for 
the Eastern Region, Zoe Billingham 
said: “Although Northamptonshire 
Police’s response to tackling domestic 
abuse is effective in some respects - 
and there are pockets of good practice 


- there are some important areas 
where improvement is needed in 
order to reduce the risk to victims. 

“The force has one of the lowest 
arrest rates for domestic abuse relat¬ 
ed crimes in the country, which is a 
concern.’’

Can youths do 
Question Time 
better than adults? 

Now that the youth channel BBC Three 
is heading for the chop I’ve decided to 
start taking an interest in it. I was 
watching a re-run of Top Gear and 
having failed to get to the remote fast 
enough, I got sucked into the 
programme which followed. 

It was called FreeSpeech and was 
essentially the youth version of Question 
Time. I winced at the prospect. I don’t 
mind a bit of Question Time although 
it’s really just the cruel medieval sport 
of Bore Baiting made respectable by the 
addition of a Dimbleby. 

(There should be a verb, to dimble - to 
make respectable with the addition of a 
celebrity host, usually but not 
exclusively a Dimbleby). 

The trouble is, FreeSpeech had all the 
worrying trappings of youth program¬ 
ming. It was set in what appeared to be 
an abandoned warehouse, it had 
insanely glamorous hosts and the panel 
included reality TV star and former 
Northampton schoolgirl Luisa 
Zuissman.

But FreeSpeech allows viewers to vote 
for the questions and a young gay 
Muslim man was invited to ask the 
panel whether his sexuality should be 
accepted by his religion. 

A genuinely interesting debate 
followed, free from the adult cynicism 
of already knowing how these discus¬ 
sions turn out. It was like the time the 
England youth boss Stuart Pearce was 
in charge of the senior team and picked 
loads of youngsters. They lost, but they 
lost playing thrillingly naive football. 

The conservatives hit the crossbar 
with: why would a gay man choose to be 
a Muslim if the religion prohibits homo¬ 
sexual acts? The liberals went close 
with: if God is love, what’s the problem? 

The FreeSpeech online poll came out 
71 per cent in favour of religious toler¬ 
ance towards homosexuality, which is a 
win on penalties for the liberals. 

The conservatives, on the other hand, 
will have to be content that the channel 
broadcasting the show will soon no 
longer be a burden on the public purse.

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A parenting problem or just technophobia? 


REPORTER Lawrence John finds out 
from social media expert Emma 
Rose how the rise of ‘techno babies’ 
is not as sinister as you first think 

New research has shown babies and 
toddlers aged under three years old 
are exhibiting signs of being addict¬ 
ed to smartphones and iPads. 

It has led to a number of academ¬ 
ics feeling concerned for these 
‘techno babies’ who could have 
behavioural problems due to their 
parents giving them this modern 
technology to calm them down and 
provide entertainment. 

The problem has been highlighted 
by research carried out at 
Birmingham University which 
interviewed 300 parents with tots 
under three about how they allow 
their children to interact with iPads 
and other touchscreen devices. 

It discovered most parents allow 
children to play with this 
equipment for up to 30 minutes a 
day playing apps aimed at this age 
group. 

Many parents promised screen 
time for good behaviour while 
others felt it helped their children to 
keep in touch with family members 
who lived overseas or miles away 




via Skype. Others parents felt using 
this technology gave youngsters a 
headstart in their education. 

Emma Rose, social media expert 
at the University of Northampton, 
believes it is wrong to describe it as 
an addiction. 

She felt addiction was using crack 
cocaine, credit card spending which 
spirals out of control or alcohol 
abuse which leads to alcoholism. 

For Emma, the main issue is for 
parents to figure out if what they 
are doing for their child is right or 
wrong. 

She said: “This is about the use of 
technology and allowing children 
to discover things for themselves. 

“There is a debate that children 
are using the technology and not 
going out and playing. 

“What this issue does is it comes 
back to parenting and what should 
or should not be done. 

“The same argument they are 
using about iPads is the same one 
they used about television. 

“This would include it was going 
to damage your eyes, break up the 
family spirit and change the way 
people lived. 

“Parents cannot wait for guidance, 
and new technology is there to 
facilitate childhood. 

“We do need young people 
immersed in technology and we 
should work out how it can work in 
their lives. 

“It is all about how the technology 
is managed - it is about self 
management. 

“Technology is amplifying our 


behaviour but I do not think it is an 
addiction. 

“The question is about satisfying 
life in the modern age. 

“You cannot say more information 
is dangerous as more information 
helps you make choices. 

“People have to learn to discern. 

“They have to learn what is good 
content and what it bad and then 
learn to differentiate. 

“This will be the same for the apps 
which are downloaded for children. 

“Parents should not lose sight that 
their children are growing up in a 
world where technology is growing 
every day.” 


As a lecturer Emma wants her 
students to be aware of an etiquette 
of when and when not to use 
technology. 

Explaining this, she said: “When 
students are in one of my lectures I 
do not want them constantly using 
their phones to search for 
information when they should be 
listening. 

“I like to stop the lecture to allow 
them to have a 20 minute burst of 
search for information about the 
topic just spoken about. 

“It is all about people developing 
an etiquette about using the 
technology.”

The White Elephant pub was built between 
the 18th and 19th century but was 
originally known as The Kingsley Park Hotel 
which closed in 1904. The hotel was empty 
for 18 years during which time people 
started to call it ‘The White Elephant’. 


This musical mural at Professional Music 
Technology in Bridge Street has been a 
landmark in Northampton for eight years and 
features Jimi Hendricks, The Beatles, Noel 
Gallagher and Slash from Guns N’ Roses. 


The Mini on the wall of Wollaston 
BMW in Bedford Road was put up in 
August/September last year. 

Made from fibre glass with a steel frame, it 
is a Mini Cooper S Countryman 4 
Wheel Drive. 


The walk way over the A43 connects the 
surrounding area with Weston Favell 
Shopping Centre which was built in 1974. 
The footways link Cottarville and Little 
Billing to the centre via raised footways.

Silverstone Circuits Limited 
has written to Prime Minister 
David Cameron for confir¬ 
mation the government is 
not considering financial 
support for a new £280m 
track. 

Land near Ebbw Vale will be 
developed into the Circuit of 
Wales which will host all 
motor racing championships, 
except Formula 1. 

A statement released by the 
Northamptonshire track, the 
home of the British FI, said: 
“Silverstone is fully support¬ 
ive of regeneration projects 
and the creation of new jobs, 


however, when Silverstone 
Circuit was recently looking 
for support to secure the 
future of the Formula 
British Grand Prix and 
protect Motorsport 
Valley - a cluster of 
motor sport, automo¬ 
tive and high perfor¬ 
mance engineering 
businesses at the heart 
of the motorsport indus 
try sector, comprising 4,300 
companies, employing 41,000 
people and generating annu¬ 
al sales of £9 billion - the 
application was denied on 
the basis that this would be 
classed as illegal State aid. 

“In the absence of such aid, 
Silverstone had to sell off 



assets to ensure the Formula 
1 British Grand Prix was 
retained in the UK. 

“Silverstone has been 
advised an injection 
of funds by the 
Welsh and/or UK 
governments to the 
Circuit of Wales pro¬ 
ject could also 
amount to illegal 
State aid.” 

A statement from the 
Circuit of Wales said: “We are 
disappointed to have heard of 
the content of this letter, it 
sounds like Silverstone is 
resistant to investment within 
the automotive sector which 
is vital to its continued growth 
and development in the UK.”

Report ‘fails to 
hightlight our 
successes’

“...Northamptonshire Police 
works hard to protect and 
defend individuals and fami¬ 
lies caught in domestic abuse. 
My own consultation with vic¬ 
tims of crime - Victims’ Voice 
- clearly set out the good, the 
bad and the ugly. 

“I know much more needs to 
be done but I am disappointed 
that, yet again, HMIC has 
failed to properly highlight 
successes and direction of 
travel. 

“The Chief Constable and I 
are more than keen to 
improve services to victims 
and our ambition is to put vic¬ 
tims at the heart of the crimi¬ 
nal justice system.” 

The report from HMIC found 
for every 100 domestic abuse 
crimes recorded in the 12 
months running up to August 
2013,43 arrests were made in 
Northamptonshire. 

There were 3,685 domestic 
abuse related crimes in that 
year, of which 12 per cent 
resulted in a charge, five per 
cent resulted in a caution and 
one per cent had an out of 
court disposal. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Russ Foster said: “We wel¬ 
come the HMIC report into 
how Northamptonshire Police 
responds to cases of domestic 
abuse, which highlights a 
number of areas where the 
force has been found to be 
effective in dealing with 
domestic abuse, while high¬ 
lighting some areas for 
improvement. 

“Tackling domestic abuse is 
a priority for the force and we 
are committed to continually 
improving the way we deal 
with cases of abuse and pro¬ 
viding a high quality service 
to victims. 

“We have implemented a 
number of improved policies 
and practices, including bet¬ 
ter training for all our officers 
and frontline staff, with regu¬ 
lar updates on policy and pro¬ 
cedure change, and we work 
closely with other agencies to 
ensure victims are properly 
supported according to their 
individual needs... 

“We recognise there are 
areas for improvement and we 
are working hard to ensure we 
provide the best possible ser¬ 
vice to victims of domestic 
abuse. 

“The report has highlighted 
the force has one of the lowest 
arrest rates for domestic 
abuse related crimes in the 
country. We work hard to 
bring offenders to justice and 
will arrest offenders where 
this is the most appropriate 
course of action. Arrest is not 
always the best outcome and 
our primary aim is to protect 
victims and make them safe. 

“We urge victims to report 
abuse so we can put in place 
early interventions to prevent 
further incidents and escala¬ 
tion of abuse. We have a real 
focus on dealing with repeat 
victims of domestic abuse and 
will crack down on repeat 
offenders.

Ray has been described 
by many people as a 


popular man who 
worked hard for his com¬ 
pany. 

Denvar Sturgess, 49, 
worked with Ray for 10 
years. 

He said: “Ray was one of 
the best bosses you could 
ever wish to work for. 

“You couldn’t wish for a 
man with a better 
personality. 

“He was outgoing, 
funny and an absolutely 
brilliant man. 

“He was well liked and 
very well known in the 
community. 

“He would always have 
a laugh and a joke - you 
can’t stay that about 
many bosses, but Ray 
was an exception to the 
rule.”

Household rubbish

Minerva Way in the 
town has been iden¬ 
tified as a hotspot for 
‘side waste’ - addi¬ 
tional black bags of 
rubbish left out with 
wheelie bins. 

Wellingborough 
Council is not sup¬ 


posed to collect black 
bin side waste as it 
increases landfill 
costs and reduces 
recycling rates. But a 
number of areas in 
the town regularly 
leave out additional 
bags which, if not 
collected, can end up 
as litter that has to be 
picked up by street 
cleaners. 

Cllr Peter Morrall, 
chairman of the 
council’s community 
committee, said: “It’s 


our current policy 
that side waste put 
out with the black 
bins should not be 
collected. This is to 
encourage residents 
to separate their rub¬ 
bish and recycle 
more. Landfill tax 
alone is £80 per 
tonne, not including 
disposal charge, and 
this goes up every 
year.

Coach John boxes

‘When I wake up boxing is 
on my mind, and it is still on 
my mind when I go to bed.’ 

These are the passionate 
words of John Daly, 55, the 
head coach of Far Cotton 
Amateur Boxing Club (ABC) 
who lives and breathes 
boxing. 

On Monday, his club 
celebrated its 10th birthday, 
and rather than mark the 
occasion with a beer, John 
preferred to stay in the ring 
with his growing team of 
dedicated boxers. 

For more than a decade, 
John’s aim has been to get 
kids off the streets through 
boxing - teaching discipline 
and getting them fit. 

His fuel and determination 
stems from when he was 10 
years old and his father 
encouraged him to go 
boxing to get fit. 

From that moment a fitness 
regime turned into a new 
found love. 

But it wasn’t just his 
passion for boxing that start¬ 
ed the club, it was a night in 
1998 which left him in 
hospital fighting for his life. 

On that fateful night 16 
years ago outside a pub in 
Northampton, John was 



stabbed 38 times and left for 
dead. It took eight months in 
hospital for him to recover. 

When he did, he found 
himself standing outside a 
building in Towcester Road, 
Northampton, thinking 
whether he could turn it into 
an amateur boxing club. In 
2004, he turned his dream 
into a reality. 

“My first aim when I saw 
this place was to have a 


boxing club,” John said. “In 
the first year, people were 
coming off the streets not 
just wanting to box, but to be 
trained and 

disciplined, so I did just that. 

“Now, 10 years later, every 
night it’s full, so that’s a good 
thing. 

“It has been a great achieve¬ 
ment and I shall keep at it for 
the rest of my coming days.”

Redundant camera 
to stay by roadside

A speed camera which has 
not worked for three years 
will remain in place while a 
£42m road widening scheme 
takes place around it on the 
A14. 

The works, between 
junction 7 and 9, will create 
an extra lane each way 
between the two Kettering 
junctions. 

The Highways Agency will 
be removing the camera on 
the eastbound carriageway at 
junction 8 and it will not be 
replaced. 

But they are leaving the one 
on the westbound carriage¬ 
way at junction 9, even 
though it is not operational. 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
person said: “Decisions on 
the location and operation of 
speed cameras on the 
Highways Agency network 
are made by the police and 
local highways authorities. 

“The camera on the east- 
bound carriageway of the A14 
is no longer in use and has 
been removed while work is 
carried out on that side of the 
road.

“The camera pole on the 
westbound carriageway is 
unaffected by the A14 widen¬ 
ing work, and will therefore 
remain in place for the time¬ 
being in order not to incur 
additional unnecessary costs 
for the taxpayer.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “As part of the 
cabinet decision to switch off 
fixed point safety cameras in 
2011, it was agreed the 
housings were left in place. 


“This was so there would be 
no added costs of removal 
and it was believed the 
camera housings alone acted 
as a deterrent to speeding. 

“In the case of the A14 
between junctions 7 and 8 
one of the cameras needs to 
removed by the Highways 
Agency to carry out the road 
widening and this will not be 
replaced. 

“The other camera is not in 
the way of the roadworks and 
will remain in place.”

Jim Mallinder is hoping that his 
squad will have become used to 
each other’s company again in 
time for Saturday’s East Midlands 
derby with Leicester Tigers.

Wakely to miss the entire season

Northamptonshire have been dealt a major 
blow with the news that limited overs skip¬ 
per Alex Wakely, pictured, is set to miss the 
entire 2014 season. 

The 25-year-old came home from the 
county’s pre-season trip to Barbados due to 
injury and has now been diagnosed with a 
ruptured achilles tendon. 

He had an operation on Monday to repair 
the damage but the 25-year-old right hand 
bat now faces a long road to full fitness. 

A Northants statement said: “There will be 
a lengthy period of rehabilitation for Alex 
and it is likely that he will miss the entire 
2014 season. 

“Alex wishes to place on record his sincere 
thanks to all those people who have made 
contact with him during the last week con¬ 
cerning the injury. 


“Obviously this is very sad news for both 
the player and the club but we will ensure 
that disruption to the preparation for the 
season is kept to a minimum.” 

Wakely tweeted a picture of himself from 
his hospital bed after his operation which 
he described as a success. 

On Friday, when the news of his injury was 
announced, he said: “Absolutely gutted 
after seeing the consultant. 

“I have an operation on Monday and I will 
be back ASAP. Rest assured I am in good 
hands. 

“Thank you to everyone for all the get well 
messages. I can’t tell you how much it 
means. I’m pretty down now but I will come 
back stronger.” 

Meanwhile, the county’s remaining play¬ 
ers are now back from their tour to the 
Caribbean ahead of the opener in Division 
One of the LV= County Championship 
against defending champions Durham, 


which gets under way at The County Ground 
on Sunday, April 13. 

Northants ended their trip by outplaying a 
Barbados XI in a two day contest. 

Having decided to bat for one day and 
bowl for one, Northants batted first and 
racked up 420-7, that saw a number of the 
batsmen score heavily - captain Stephen 
Peters top scored with an unbeaten 80, all- 
rounder Steven Crook cracked 70 not out, 
Kyle Coetzer was 60 not out, Matt Spriegel 
hit 45 and David Sales scored 40. 

On the second day, Barbados suffered with 
the bat in hand, scoring just 230 for the loss 
of 15 wickets. Oily Stone returned figures of 
5-35, new signing Maurice Chambers 3-36 
and spinner Graeme White took 2-52.

Chris Wilder admitted that failing to 
beat AFC Wimbledon on Tuesday 
night was a ‘massive opportunity 
lost' for the Cobblers but his mes¬ 
sage for fans is ‘don’t give up on us’. 

Northampton’s manager witnessed 
a precious three points evaporate 
into just one at Sixfields as Sam 
Moore pounced in stoppage time to 
earn the visiting Dons - who were 
down to ten men - a 2-2 draw. 

It was a highly frustrating outcome 
as the three points would have 
brought the Cobblers level with 
Portsmouth and Wycombe 
Wanderers - who occupy the two 
places immediately outside of the 
League Two relegation zone. 

As it stands they remain two points 
adrift of safety after the late heart¬ 
break. 

“It’s a massive missed opportunity 
and we understand that,” said Wilder. 

“We have to take that on the chin, 
but we’re still in this fight. 

“We’ve got to be careful that people 
don’t give up on us. 

“If people want to give up on us, I 
get that. 

“But the players won’t give up and I 
won’t give up. 

“We’re two points behind. We were 
looking for 12 points in the month, 
and we’ve an opportunity of getting 
11 with a victory on Saturday [at 
home to Bury]. 

“We have to show big character and 
go again and I’m certain we’ve got 
that in the changing room. 


“There are a lot of disappointed 
players in there, that shows that they 
care.” 

The Wombles had taken a first half 
lead through George Francomb but 
they then conceded a penalty and 
were reduced to ten when lack 
Midson handled on the line. 

Darren Carter dispatched the spot 
kick to level for the Cobblers and his 
deflected drive gave the hosts the 
lead with just over ten minutes left. 

Town looked like they were heading 
to a valuable victory before Moore 
popped up for the Londoners to break 
Cobblers hearts. 

“They’ll need a bit of help [to lift 
themselves back up] from the staff,” 
said Wilder. 

“When people score that late on it 
feels like a defeat and it felt like a vic¬ 
tory I would imagine for them. It was 
a tough night. 

“We got a slice of luck with the pen¬ 
alty and handball decision. 

“We should have gone on to win the 
game. 

“If you don’t put teams to bed, if you 
don’t kill teams off, you run the risk 
of that happening.” 

Cobblers now have seven games left 
to secure survival, including a num¬ 
ber of crunch looking matches 
against sides also down in the tightly 
congested bottom half of the league. 

A home victory over Bury on 
Saturday would reduce the gap 
between the Cobblers and Shakers to 
just a point, and could see them 
climb out of the bottom two ahead of 
Portsmouth and/or Wycombe - both 
sides Northampton have left to play 
- depending on how they get on in 
their respective fixtures.

A stark reminder of Northampton’s League 
Two struggles on Saturday as the Sixfields 
Travel coach pulled up at Stafford Services 
alongside some Swansea supporters. 

“Who are you playing?” asked one of the lack 
Army, swigging lager out of a can at 10am. 

“Morecambe” replied the leader of the 
Northampton bus, reaching to shake the hand 
of his Welsh counterpart, an awkward meeting 
given the Cobblers’ ’97 play-off final victory 
against the Swans. 

“Oh we’re off to Everton” said the Swans’ fan 
smiling, a bloodless victory in showing his club 
have bigger fish to fry whilst the Cobblers had 
the Shrimps to look forward to. 

While the Swans were at Goodison, 
Northampton fans arrived in Morecambe dur¬ 
ing a downpour, apt for the relegation gloom 
hanging over the club. 


“It’s all reyndabeyts” said one Northampton 
old timer as he surveyed the traffic. 

Morecambe F.C are known for their pies and 
the Cobblers put in a performance that was 
reminiscent of the one this writer tasted, flaky, 
gristly and ultimately disappointing. 

Maybe it was a rogue bad pie in amongst the 
good ones and unfortunately Northampton’s 
poor performances are outnumbering the 
quality showings at present. 

The match started badly for the Cobblers 
when Chris Hackett was withdrawn with an 
irregular heart beat on fifteen minutes. 

Holding midfielder Gary Deegan was a 
strange replacement for the winger since the 
Cobblers’ main route to goal is via Hackett 
crosses. 

Indeed, The Shrimps were more incisive with 
final-third passes and could have had the lead 
on twenty-five minutes when Padraig Amond 
hit the post after squirrelling past Ben Tozer. 

But, after a clumpy first half on a Globe Arena 
surface that was more allotment than pitch, it 
was the Cobblers who scored first. 

The forty-fifth minute goal perversely showed 
up Northampton’s scoring problems as striker 
Emile Sinclair crossed the ball into a position 
where he himself should have been with Andy 
Wright slicing the ball into his own net. 

For most of the second period things were all 
gravy (like the Morecambe pies) for the 


Cobblers but the visitors were made to pay for 
slow thinking on seventy five minutes. 

lack Redshaw cut open the Northampton 
defence with a simple back-heel on to which 
Amond poked a rising shot into Matt Duke’s 
top right-hand corner. 

The game became stretched with the bearded 
Deegan repeatedly losing possession. 

The Irishman should shave to avoid standing 
out before playing so badly and would have 
needed plastic surgery and a passport to 
Panama if the Shrimps had scored from his 
scoop to no-one in the dying minutes. 

Not that Gregor Robertson helped with his 
weak header back to Duke with lamie Devitt 
sending the ball agonisingly wide of the post. 

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder said that his side 
had given “everything” after the 1-1 draw 
which is concerning since they had laboured 
against a mediocre Morecambe side. 

They did though have the chance to make 
amends the following Tuesday against AFC 
Wimbledon at Sixfields. 

The Wombles of Wimbledon are known for 
collecting old bits of rubbish, something they 
had in common with Aidy Boothroyd’s recruit¬ 
ment. 

The Cobblers again started slowly with the 
Dons’ George Francombe getting in amongst 
the home defence to notch the opener on four¬ 
teen minutes. 


Yet Wimbledon received a red card for delib¬ 
erate handball, just as Darryl Westlake had for 
Mansfield ten days before. 

Darren Carter smashed the resultant penalty 
home and eased Northampton nerves. 

Wilder then threw on three substitutes in 
Christian Lopez, Ian Morris and Evan Horwood 
and the move paid off when Carter’s seventy- 
ninth minute long-shot deflected past Ross 
Worner. 

The inevitable happened however when 
Sammy Moore wombled free to smash home 
the equaliser in the sixth minute of overtime in 
a maddening match that ran to ninety-eight 
minutes. 

The goal was beyond cruel for the Cobblers 
but they should take solace in their fourteen 
point haul from the past nine matches. 

Next up is Bury at Sixfields, led by target-man 
Clive Platt, unpopular with Cobblers fans but 
who has the exact forward presence they now 
call for. 

Undoubtedly, Northampton will have to put 
in a pukka performance to repel an assault by 
the Shakers.
